5. Trading Sessions on the Floor of the Exchange

per the decisnlon ot the Council, The Council is also em¬ 
powered to have special trading session for such number of 
hours on such days they deem tit necessary to have the 
same taking into consideration die market needs/require¬ 
ments. 

5.2 However, in cases where due to ciieiutislanets beyond 
control viz., connectivity is not possible to be rastoicd or 
under and other circumstances iike force majeure, the 
Council of Management may permit the member;-, to trans¬ 
act business on the Floor of the Exchange. In case of floor 
trading, no person shall be admitted to the Floor of the Ex¬ 
change unless he complies with the requirements prescribed 
in the concerned regulations of Bye-laws of such other 
requirements as the Council of Management may. from time 
to time prescribed in addition thereto or in modification or 
substitution thereof. 

5.3 Deals may be effected through order driven, quote 
driven or such other system as the Exchange may put in 
place for their trading segments from time to time. 

5.4 Deals between members may he effected bv electronic 
media/computer network or such other media as specified 
by Council of Management from time to time. 

5.5 Dfeals may be effected on snot, ready or tin such Otter 
basis as may be specified by trie Council of Management 
from time to time subject to the Securities and Exchange 
Board of India Act, Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act 
and Rules and the directioas of the SEIM. 

5.6 Transaction at Best Quotation 

In transactions with or on behalf of client!, members must 
indicate to the clients the current best quotation as reflected 
in the trading system. 

5.7 Operational Parameter for Trading 

The Council of Management may determine and announce 
from time to time, the operational parameters regarding deal¬ 
ing in securities on the Exchange which members shall 
adhdre to. The operational parameters may inter ultft 
include ; 

(a) trading limits allowed which ,nuy include trading 
limits with reference to nctworth and capital ade¬ 
quacy norms: 

(b) trading volumes and limits i t which it will be incum¬ 
bent for members to intimate the exchange; 

(c) Limit of spread between bid and offer of different 
securities, if deemed ncccssa-y; 

(d) fixation of market lots, odd lots and/ur minimum 
number - of securities to be offered to he bought or 
to be sold; 

(e) limit of variation within a dav or days in bid or 
offer prices; 

(f) other matters which may affect smooth operation of 
trading in securities keeping in view the interests 
of public at large: 

<g) determine the type of trades permitted for a member 
and a security; 

(h) determining functional details of the trading system 
including the system designed, ubers Infrastructure 
and systems operation. 

5. K Suspension on Failure to Meet Trading Limits 

A member failing to restrict dealing on tlic Exchange to 
its trading limits as provided in the Bye-l.aws and Regu¬ 
lations, shall Ire required by the Council of Management to 
reduce dealings within trading limits foithv.itn, The Coun¬ 
cil of Management in its discretion, may suspend a member 
for violation for trading limits winch shall continue until 
the withdrawal thereof by the Council iff Murrain nient. 

6. Altering Time of Trading Session 

The Council of Management or the President may reduce, 
extend or otherwise alter the time of raw trading session 
or sessions on the floor of the Excuango mi nil;, n-circular 
day'.

Time of Trading 


The Council or the President may j educe, extend or other¬ 
wise alter the time of any trading session or sessions, in 
respect of Screen Based On-Line Trading ny connecting (he 
computer or in respect of Floor Trading as the case may 
be, on any particular day. The tinting will however he for 
a minimum of 4 hours or for -uch bouts as may he'decided

8. Trading Sessions outside Prescribed hours and Street 
Trading Forbidden 

Meetings of members for trading purposes shall not he 
held either on or off the Floor of the Exchange before or 
after the hours of the trading sessions fixed in accordance 
with these provisions and no calling cut of prices, Lids or 
offers or trading in the street or at the entrances to or m 
the vicinity of the Stock Exchange shall be allowed. 


243A REGULATION OF TRANSACTIONS BETWEEN 
CLIENTS AND BROKERS 


Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in 
these Bye-laws, the following shall regulate the transactions 
between Clients and Brokers. 


243A 9 11 siiaI1 compulsory for all Member t-iokers 

to keep the money of the clients in a separate account and 
their own money in a separate account. No payment for 
transactions in .which the Member broker is taking a position 
as a principal will be allowed to be made from the client’s 
account. The above principles and the circumstances under 
which transfer from client’s account to Member broker’s 
account would be allowed are enumerated below : 


243A (1 ) A Member broker to keep Accounts

as will be necessary to show and distinguish in connection

Wherever the term “Admission to the Floor” appears under 
Bye-laws 8.

carried on through computers viz., Screen based Tracing, 
by connecting the brokers office through Modem under Closed 
Users Group or through VSAT with tils help of leased lines 
under Wide Area Network facilities or in 
cases where the business is to be permitted under 
Local Area Network, to the Exchange premises. However, 
where connectivity facilities for carrying on the operation in 
the office of member firms fails under wide area netwoik, one 
representative of that firm will be permitted to operate at the 
contingency site to be provided at the Exchange premises, 

12. Admission to the Floor of the Exchange 

No person shall be admitted to the Floor of the Exchange 
unless he complies with the requirements prescribed in the 
relative Regulation or such other requirrmerts as the Council 
of Management may from time to time prescribed in addition 
thereto or in modification or -.iibslitMtori thereof.

243A (1) B Obligation to Pay Money into- “Clients 
Accounts” 

Every member broker who holds or receives money on 
account of a client shall fortrwith pay such money to current 
or deposit account at bank to be kept in the name of the 
member in the title of which the word “clients” shall appear 
(hereinafter referred to as “clients'account”).- Member bro¬ 
ker may keep one consolidated clients account far all the

Provided that when a Member broker receives, a cheque or 
draft representing in part money belonging to the client 

and in part money due to the Member, he shall pay the 
whole of such cheque or draft into the clients account and 
effect subsequent transfer as laid down below in para D (ii). 

243A (1) C.' What Moneys to he Paid into “Clients Ac¬

No money shall be paid into client’s account other than :— 

(i) money held or received on account of clients: - 

(ii) such money belonging to the Member as may be 
■ necessary tor the purpose of opening or maintaining 

the account; 

(iii) money for replacement of any sum which may by 
mistake or accident have been drawn from the ac¬ 
count in contravention of para 1? given below; 

(iv) a cheque or draft received by the Member represent¬ 
ing in part money belonging to the client and in 
part money due to the Member. 


12(a) In cases as provided under Bye-iaw 5.2 if the mem¬ 
ber is a firm, it may authorise such perscn(s) not exceeding 
four in number as decided by the Council of Management for 
transacting business on the Floor of Exchange. 

12(b) For the purposes of the above Bye-law, the member 
firm shall in advance forward to she Exchange the namefsi 
of the person(s) authorised to transact business for and on 
behalf of the firm on the Floor of the Exchange. 


14. Management on the Floor of the Exchange 

The management on the floor of the Exchange and the 
regulation of the entrances thereto shall be in charge of the 
employees of the Exchange acting under the authority of the 
Secretary.

(i) money properly required for payment to or on behalf 
of clients or for or towards payment for a debt due 
to the member from clients or money drawn on 
client’s authority, or money in : respect of which 
there is a liability of clients to the Member, pro¬ 
vided that money so drawn shall not in any 
case exceed the total of the money so held 
for the time being for such each client; 

(ii) such money belonging to the Member as may have 
been paid into client account uniter para JC(ii) 
or lC(iv) given above; 

(iii) money which may by mistake or accident have been 
paid into such account in contravention of para C 
above.

243A (1) E Right to Lien, Set-off ets., Not Affected 

Nothing in para 1 shall deprive a Member broker of any 
recourse or right, whether by way of lien, set-off, counter¬ 
claim, charge or otherwise against money" standing to the 
credit of client's account. 

243A (2) It shall be compulsory for all Member brokers 
to keep separate accounts for client’s securities and to keep 
such books of accounts, as may be necessary, to distinguish 
such securities from his/their own securities. Such accounts 
for client’s securities shall, inter-alia. provide the following :— 

(a) securities received for sale ot kept pending deli¬ 
very in the market; 

fb) securities fully paid for, pending delivery to clients; 

(c) securities received for transfer or sent for transfer 
by the Member, in the name of client of his nomi- 
nee(s); 

(d) securities that are fully paid and are held in custody 
by the Member as security/margin, etc. Proper 
authorization from client for the same shall be 
obtained by Member; 

(e) fully paid for client’s securities registered in the 
name of Member, if any, towards margin require¬ 
ments, etc; 

243A (2) It shall be compulsory for all Members brokers 
clients or deliver the securities purchased within two work¬ 
ing days of pay-out unless the client has requested other¬ 
wise. Stock Exchange shall issue a Press Release imme¬ 
diately after the pay-out. 

243A (4) Member brokers shall issue the contract note 
for purchase/sale of securities to a client within 24 hours 
of the execution of the contract. 

243A (5) In case of purchases on behalf of clients. Member 
brokers shall be at liberty to close out the transactions by 
selling the securities, in case the client fails to make the 
full payment to the Member Broker for the execution of 
the contract within two days of contract note having been 
delivered for cash shares or before pay-in day (as fixed by 
Stock Exchange for the concerned settlement period), which¬ 
ever is earlier, unless the client already has an equivelent 
credit with the Member. The loss incurred in this regard, if 
any, will be met from the margin money of that client. 

243A (6) In case of sales on behalf of clients. Member 
brokers shall be at liberty to close out the contract by 
effecting purchases if the client fails to deliver the securities 
sold with valid transfer documents within 48 hours of the 
Contract note having been delivered or before delivery day 
(as fixed by Stock Exchange authorities for the concerned 
settlement period), whichever >.s earlier . Loss on the 
transactions, if any, will be deductible from the margin 
money of that client. 

338. Application of Assets 

The Defaults Committee shall apply the net assets remain¬ 
ing in its hands after defrairm all such costs, charges and 
expenses as are allowed under these Bye-laws and Regula¬ 
tions in satisfying first the claim of the Exchange and the 
Clearing House and then rateably such admitted claims of 
members against the defaulter arising out of contracts enter¬ 
ed into in the market in accordance with the provisions of the 
Rules, Bye-laws and Regulations of the Exchange. 


The Defaults Committee shall apply the net assets remain¬ 
ing in its hands after defraying all such costs, charges and 
expenes as are allowed under these Rules, Bye-laws & Regu¬ 
lations in satisfying first the claims of the Exchange, arrears 
of any fee /amount payable to SEBI and the Clearing House 
and then, rateably such admitted claims of members against 
the defaulter arising out of contracts entered into in the 
market in accordance with the provisions of Rules, Bye-laws 
& Regulations of the Exchange. 

However, in cases where the amount so realised is not 
sufficient enough to satisfy the claims of the Exchange, 
arrears of any fee. or amount payable to SEBI, and the 
Clearing House and other claims as referred to iiereinabcve, 
the amount so available will be distributed proportionately 
among these claimants. 

1.1 Dealings on the Exchange 

1.1 Trading sessions on the Floor of the Exchange 

The trading sessions on the Floor of the exchange shall 
be held from 12 Noon to 2.00 P.M. on all business days 
(other than Saturdays) except on the last business day of any 
Clearing, when a morning session shall be held from 12 
Noon to 1.30 P.M. and an afternoon session from 3 P.M. to 
5.30 P.M. There shall be no trading sessions on Saturdays. 

1.1(a) Trading Sessions on the Exchange 

The business hours for dealing in the Exchange securities 
in the different segments on the Exchange, shall be during 
such time as may be decided by the Council of Management 
from time to time. The Council of Management may, from 
time to time, specify business hours for different types of 
deals such as for spot, ready and odd lots. 

1.1(b) The Council of Management may declare a list 
oT holidays in a calendar year. The Council of Manage¬ 
ment may, from time to time alter or cancel any of the 
Exchange holidays fixed in accordance with these provisions, 
ft may, for reasons to be recorded, close the market on 
days other than or in addition to holidays. 

1.2 Proceedings at Trading Sessions 

The following shall be the order of procedure at trading 
session on the floor of the Exchange. 

A warning bell shall be rung fifteen minutes before the 
opening and the closing of the session. On the sounding of 
the opening bell after the warning bell, the session shall be 
opening for trading until the sounding of the closing bell 
after which no further trading shall take place. 

1.2(a) The following shall be the order of procedure 
at the trading session on the floor of the Exchange. 

In the case of terminal trading, system will be opened 
10 minutes before the actual trading session starts, to enable 
tbe members to commence the operations and 5 minutes be¬ 
fore the actual time fixed for the closure of the system at the 
end of trading hours, signal will flash on the screen about the 
closure of market for that day. 
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1.2(b) In case of Floor trading ns contemplated under 
Bye-law 5.2. a warning bell shall be rung 15 minutes before 
the opening and the closing of the sossion. On the sounding 
of the opening bell after the warning bell, the session shall 
be opening for trading and shall continue open for trading 
until the sounding of the closing bell after which no further 
trading shall take place. 

1.6 Temporary Badges 

A person arriving at the Floor of I he Exchange without 
a badge shall obtain a temporary badge from the Exchange. 


Such a badge shall be issued for one day only on payment of 
such fees as the Council of Management may from time to 
time prescribed. 

A person arriving at the Floor of the Exchange/muling 
site/contingency/sitc without a badge shall obtain a tern 
porary badge from the Exchange. Such u badge shall be issued 
for one day only on payment of such fees as the C ouncil 
of Management may from lime to time prescribe. 
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
